MURDER 
MYSTERY. 


iiualnH of » Man Found, Apparently 


Uurlieii nt tlio hl'il«>. 


CHICAGO, Fob. 20. — Evidences of 


what the police think is a frightful 
Ulnrder itiystery were found Monday, 
when two children diucoveied tho niu- 
ilatod uody of r* man in a Iouejy4locali- 
y at Jf iiiery-tnird street and "ft osteid 
jivenue.

,-nre fotlutl ill tho head lihd ttbdnl Hie 
vnlsbwero tlie remnants of a charred 
aud singed rope. 


The tiioory that the man had been 
tied and burned to death was at first 
imghed ut by the polion officers, but 
liter investigation eeeined to prove 
either that he had been murdered and 
in attempt mado to conceal thq crime

STHEET RAILWAYS IN ENGLAND. 


How JUrmincImm I.ook> C lonely After I he 


Iut»»it> of Her CHljem. 


Georgo Fraacia Train's famous at- 


tempts to introduce tramways in the 
British towns in 1800 did not neglect 
Birmingham, says Dr. Albert Shaw iu 
hi» "Mnnioipnl Government In Great 
Britain." Mr. Train was granted au ex- 
perimental concession, which he foiled 
to utilize, and in 1801 the corporation 
itself obtained parliamentary authority 
to build tramways. But nothing was 
done until after the general tramways 
act ol 1870 was passed. 


At length, in 1373, the conned laid 


the first line nt a cost of 1(175,000 and 
leased it for soven years to an operating 
company. From time to time other lines 
have been built and leased, bt'ifi tho cor- 
poration's limits included only 8,400 
acres nntil Ncv. 0, 1891, whon they 
were increased to 13,805 acres by tho 
annexation of suburbs then containing 
some 50,000 people. 
Thus when the 


corporation's street railway system was 
under construction tho average distance 
from tho center 
to tho circumfer- 


ence of Birmingham was only two miles, 
and 23 miles of tram linos aro tho total 
extent of the municipal ownership. Out- 
side of tho city's jurisdiction tho operat- 
ing companies havo extended tho Hues 
by a still greater mileage. In thefnture 
undoubtedly these extensions will ba ac- 
quired by the Birmingham corporation 
at a fair valuation, in accordance with 
the methods prescribed in the general 
tramways act. Tho present rnnnicipal 
linos aro operated in part by horse pow- 
er and iu part by steam, with cable and 
electricity ulso introduced on curtnin 
routes. 


Tho terms of rental are worthy of 


mention: 
1. Tho leasing companies 


agreo to pay 4 per cent on the full mu- 
nicipal investment for tho first 1-1 years 
of the lease and 5 per cent for tlio re- 
maining seven years. 2. The companies 
also pay an annual sum which at com- 
pound interest will accumulate a fund 
equal to the wholo capital outlay at the 
end of tho 21 years' lease. It is calcu- 
lated and agreed that 4 per cent ior 14 
years and 5 per cent for tho remaining 
seven years will Kuilico to raise tbo full 
amount of capital. Meanwhilo also tho 
companies pay all current charges for 
repairs and maintenance of tho lines 
upon receiving bills certified by tho city 
surveyor. It should bo remembered that 
Birmingham is able to borrow at very 
low rates, and it is clear that theso 
terms are profitable) to tho municipality. 
At the end of tho 2 1 years tho earning 
valuo of the franchises will have in- 
creased, and now leases can ho executed 
on terms still moro advantageous to tho 
city. 13ut whilo Birmingham has thns 
protected the ratepayers so handsomely 
it ha.s accomplished even more in tho 
guarding of thu interests of tlio travel- 
ing public. Every df.'tail as to rates of 
fare and charantvr of service is described 
in the bylaws and regulations that tho 
companies have to accept. Tho minuce- 
lu'ss of the requirements touching duties 
and conduct of drivers and' conductors, 
furnishing and lighting of cars and so 
0:1 \vould ama^u an American commu- 
nity.

Thc't'O aro several ways of rendering 


thu growth of plants both audible and 
visible, but tlie modus operand! iu tin,'

uf a very vigorous plant visible, a line 
platinum wiro should be carefully at- 
tached to the growing part. Tlio other 
end of this wiro should ba nt.tachod to a 
pencil proving gently against a drum 
which is being driven by clock work. If 
the growll. bo uniform a straight line 
it marked on tho paper, but tho very 
slightest increase is shown by inclino-d 
tracing, 


A slight modification of this arrange- 


ment renders tho growth audible. In 
this expcrimc?it tho drum nmsc bo cov- 
ered with platinum foils of a certain 
width and nopat'ated I'rom each other by 
spaces o£ about onc'eigijl.h of an inch. 


These strips of platinum should bfi 


made to complete the circuit of fi. gal- 
vanic battery, to which an electric liell 
is attached. 
In this case tho boll iy 


kept continually 
ringing whilo tho 


plant is growing the height of the width 
of thti strips tiHtiil and is silent whilo tho 
pointer is passing over the spaces i)o- 
twoen tho strips of metal. Tho growing 
of corn may bo hoard direct by means 
of tho microphone, and there aro those 
who deelrtro that they havo heard it 
without any artificial assistance what- 
ever.—St. Louis Republic.

The close frioruWp between Criapi 


and Bismarck, wliioh is of 20 years' 
standing, ia ono oi tho most remarkable 
relations I know and is sufficient proof 
of Crispi's value. Crispi is accused, but 
only by people who do not know him, 
of aping Bismarck, but a glance at any 
of his portraits will show that nature 
hud provided the similitude before ei- 
ther knew the other. 


The type of character is tho same. 


The Btrioigly marked jaw, the spacious 
brain, tlie eye that looks you through 
like a lance and yet is full ol affection- 
ate welcome at need, and tho expression 
of inflexibility in pursuit, aro common 
to both, as is also the high appreciation 
of authority and discipline, bnt beyond 
this there is little resemblance, and their 
political ideas differ entirely. 


Crispi has been, accused of being dic- 


tatorial. In his official relations he is 
peremptory and exacting, and his ideas 
of government are imperative, bnt no 
Italian minister lias ever done BO much 
to put power out of tho bands of tho 
ministry as he, or has shown so scrupu- 
lous an adherence to the letter of tho 
constitutional law. He is a democrat of 
the strongest dye, bnt tho king has nev- 
er had a minister so absolutely deferen- 
tial to him as herd of the stato, rarely 
ono so profoundly lespoctful to him as 
the symbol of law aild the seat of an- 
thori''y. 
Tho conception of o dissension be- 


tween him aud tho crown is impossible 
to anyone who knows him, aud this his 
majesty recognizes. Crispi has tho fidel- 
ity and tho individuality belonging to 
his Skipotar. blood, and all its wild in- 
dependence; Bismarck, tho overweening 
masterliness of his Pi nssiau stock. They 
aro alike in their patriotism, but as tm- 
liko as posbiblo iu their way of under- 
standing it, as in their relation to (heir 
sovereign.—Century.

Jl. Fnuro,' tiio president of tho French 


republic,, is well known by a prominent 
French Araui-ican resident of Now Or- 
leans, who was with M. Fnuro during 
tho Fruuqh communo. Ho describes tho 
nowptosidcntaaatnanof personal mag' 
rjBtism.oI splon'did oxecutivo ability and 
unquestioned bravery and firmness. 


tVuro bcgaiTbutiiuoSS as n small com 


miseioii merchant iu hidtis, wool, etc., 
at Havre years ago. From that, by en- 
ergy, economy and thrift, ho prospered,, 
and his business increased until ho was 
DUO of tho most oxlensivo commission 
merchants in that city. He became also 
one of tha most prominent men of the 
city politically, and just boloro the 
Franco-German war ho was made first 
"adjoint" to tho mayor oil tho city and 
was a staff officer of tho army,, although 
hia dairies did not require hia presence 
on tho battlefield.. Ho took an active in- 
terest, of course, in tho,war, and it was 
owing to his efforts that tho commissary 
department of tho French soldiery was 
kept well supplied. Ho was also a olosd 
adviser ol tha officials of Havra aud in 
every manner (lomonstrated great execu- 
tive talent and a born leadership. 


It was ill 1871, clurini? tho French 


commune, however, that his personal 
bravery and ability to confront desperate 
emergencies were tested. While acting 
in tho capacity of "adjoint," or adviser 
of tho mayor -at Havre, a-request was 
made ot him from the mayor of Paria 
for iironieu and engines. The oity of 
Paris wafi in flames from one ond to tha 
other, aud aidwas;being asked every- 
where in engines and firemen.. Fanro 
at once called for volunteers and urged 
upon-them tba necessity of responding 
to tbo call. He thus raiietl a company 
of firmnea to go to Paris and fight the 
fires that, were raging everywhere. 
Faure showed his courage and woo tho 
hearts of tho Bremen ancl people by,.ap-
